If the child cuts 
the upper front 


teeth before the lower, it ta killed as 
unlucky; this is a widespread 
super- 


stition. 
When I was 
among the Ma- 


kolole, in 1859, one of Seceletu's wives 
would not allow her servant's child to 
be killed for this; but few would have 
the courage 
to act in opposition 
to 


Eublic 


feeling as she did. 
In Casern- 


e's country ifa child is seen 
to turn 


from one side to the other 
in sleep, it 


is killed. 
They say of any child who 


has what they consider 
these 
delects 


"he is an Arab child," because 
the 


Arabs have none of this class 
of su- 


perstition, 
and should any Arab 
be 


near, they give the child to him; it 
would 
bring 
ill luck, 
misfortunes, 


"milando" or guilt 
to 
the family. 


These superstitions 
may account 
for 


the readiness 
with which the bride 


parted with their children to Speke's 
followers. 
Mohammed says that these 


children must have been taken inwar, 
as none sell their own offspring. 
If Casembe 
dreams 
of any man 


twice or three times he puts the man 
to death, as one who is practicing 
se- 


cret arts against his life; ifany one is 
pounding food for him he must pre- 
serve the strictest silence; 
these and 


other things 
show extreme 
supersti- 


tion and degradation. 


The people of Katanga 
are afraid to 


dig for the gold in their country, 
be- 


cause they believe it has been hidden 
where it is by "Ngolu," who is the 
owner 
of it. 
The 
Arabs 
translate 


Ngolu by Satan?it 
means 
Mezimo, or 


departed spirits, too. 
The people 
are 


all oppressed 
by their superstitions; 


the fear ofdeath is remarkably strong. 
The wagtails are never 
molested, 
be- 


cause ifthey were killed death would 
Visit the village. 
This, 
too-, is the 


case of the small Whydah 
birds; 
the 


fear of death in the minds of the peo- 
ple saves them from molestation. 


Some Arabs believe 
that a serpent 


on 
one 
side 
of the 
islands 
in the 


Nyanzo 
lake has the power of speak- 


ing, aud is the same that beguiled Eve. 
It is a crime at Ujiji to kill a serpent, 
even 
though it enters 
a 
house 
and 


kills a kid.

they are sold by the American manu- 
facturers. 
These 
patents 
have

long enough. 
Their owners 
have re- 


alized 
millions 
from 
them. 
The 


Howe 
patent 
which 
embraces 
the 
main feature 
of all?the 
needle?-has 


been once renewed and now that it is 
about to run out the second time let it 
expire for all time. 


Why Not Him, Also.

grams that Senator Jones is earnestly 
co-operating with Congressman 
Lut- 


trki.l in opposing the proposition to 
change the route of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad,

while the mine owners

The following are the rules for the 


observance 
of Lent, 
laid down by 


Archbishop 
Alemany of Sau 
Fran- 


cisco: 


1. Allthe week 
days of Lent, from 


Ash-Wednesday, 
Feb. 10th, tillEaster 


Sunday, 
are fast 
days of precept, on 


oue 
meal, with 
the allowance of a 


moderate collation. 


2. The precept 
of fasting implies 


also that of abstinence 
from the use of 


fish meat; but, 
by dispensation, 
tlie 


use of flesh 
meat is allowed in this 


diocese 
during Lent, except 
on the 


following days, 
to-wit: the Wednes- 
days 
and Fridays, 
the Ember-days, 


and the Thursdays 
and Saturdays 
of 


Holy Week; on which days there is 
no leave to use flesh meat, except 
by 


dispensation 
from their respective 
pas- 


tors, which they are hereby 
author- 


ized to grant in cases 
of necessity, 
to 


Judged 
by them. 
All Saturdays 
are 


also days of abstinence, 
but not of ob- 


ligation. 


3. The promiscuous 
use of fish and 
flesh meat at the same meal is forbid- 
den in Lent, even on Sundays. 


4. Some prayers, 
at option, are rec- 
ommended 
during Lent, particularly 


on those days in which flesh meat is 
used. 


5. Lent being a penitent time, the 
pastors are requested 
to lay before the 


Faithful the importance of Christian 
mortification, and 
also 
the grevious 


obligation of complying 
with their 


Easter 
duty, which may be fulfilled 
from the first Sunday 
of Lent; they 
willfrequently and earnestly impress 
upon their respective flocks tlie neces- 
sity of attending, 
before 
all other 
things to the salvation of their souls, 
and 
they will exhort 
them 
to the 


faithful discharge 
of all their Chris- 


tian duties, the only thing that can 
secure 
ta us the everlasting happiness 
of Heaven. 
For this purpose 
they 
willhold religious exercises 
in their 
churches 
several 
times a week, 
ac- 
cording to what their prudence 
may 


deem 
expedient.

Washington, 
February 
Oth.? In 
the House, 
Speer 
moved 
to suspend 
the rules and adopt 
the resolution de- 
claring 
a judgment of

House 
against a third term, as it is opposed 
to the traditions of the country and 
hazardous to the liberties of the peo- 
ple.

Self-reliance, 
kindness, 
charity 
and 


general contentment 
are 
some of the 


essentials 
of human 
character 
to be 


developed 
in the school-room. 
We 


say 
without 
exaggeration 
that 
we 


never saw these traits more fully ex- 
emplified In any school 
iv all our ex- 


periences 
than we saw here. 


The 
literary instruction 
consists 


simply of opening the avenues 
of the 


mind and directing the 
thoughts; 
al- 


lowing the pupil to develop his own 
faculties. 
We are happy 
to say that 


here we saw none of this crushing sys- 
tem of reducing every pupil's 
idea to 


his, right or wrong. 


No effort is made 
to 
mold every 


mind 
into 
the 
same 
cast. 
Each 


scholar is allowed, as 
nature intended 


it, to maintain its own individuality. 
Here the pupil 
can have a thorough 


scientific education 
aud 
somewhat of 


the classical ifhe desires it. 


We witnessed 
several 
recitations 


and were agreeably 
disappotuted 
with 


the readiness 
with which the pupils 


demonstated 
some 
of the 
most 
diffi- 


cult figures of geometry,and 
described 


the finest and most complex chemical 
processes. 
Arithmetic 
and 
algebra 


were also well performed. 
The schools 


were 
generally 
quiet without mani- 


festing restraint. 
A little innocent 


mischief 
was visible 
now 
and then 


which rather favorably impressed 
us 


than ©therwise. 
ltis often aud truthfully said that 


the pupils of a school 
are an index of 


the parents; 
therefore 
we concluded 


that the people of Los Angeles are not 
only above the ordinary standard, 
but 


Industrious and ambitious. 
Industry 


being the key to all success, 
we find a 


rapid 
and 
prosperous 
growth of the 


city. 
The 
Spanish 
element 
here 


seems 
to be an 
excellent 
grade, In 


many 
instances 
keeping 
pace 
with 


the improvements 
of the Americans. 


The natural advantages of this locali- 
ty being so 
good 
for restoration 
of 


health, 
hundreds 
from all parts of the 


United States make it a resort for that 
purpose.

Best Methods. 


We hear a great deal said at times 


about methods of teaching the various 
branches in our schools. 
At Teacher's 


Institutes aud kindred assemblies 
very 


elaborate 
essays 
and 
addresses 
are 


gotten offon the subject, the majority 
of which seem to imply that methods 
must 
necessarily 
be 
good or bad, 
as 


they succeed 
or fail in the 
hands of 


certain persons. 
I have listened many a time and oft 
to lucubrations 
of this 
nature, 
with 


feelings of impatient wonder that peo- 
ple would waste so much precious time 
and speech in discussing 
a matter that 


needs 
no 
discussion. 
Methods 
of 


teaching may be 
good or bad, accord- 


ing as they are suited to tlie genius of 
the one using them, and no thorough 
teacher attempts 
to impart instruction 
until he has, to some 
extent, at least, 


elaborated 
and 
systematized 
methods 


of his own. 
It would be like wearing 


the cast-o It'clot hes of auother to adopt 
methods 
at second-hand. 
Neither fit- 


ness nor congruity would ensue then- 
upon. 


Ie is true that beginners 
in the sci- 


ence of teaching must form themselves 
somewhat 
upon 
certain 
recognized 


models 
until use 
begets 
a moderate 


degree of confidence 
in their individ- 


ual powers. 
Then, if their gifts be of 


the right quality, they will cease 
to 


copy and begin to invent plans of their 
own. 
None but the lazy or the stupid 
willsubmit to the procrustean 
bed of 


other people's methods. 
No, we must 


each one methodize for himself, or the 
winds 
of success 
will never fill our 


sails. 
That our instructions may pos- 


sess vitality and directness, they must 
first be a part of ourselves. 


We must emphatically 
do our own 


thinking. 
We must consider the sub- 


jects we are teaching from every point 
of view: we must read, 
mark, 
learn 


and inwardly digest all that can pos- 
sibly bear upon 
them. 
Aud last, but 


not least, 
we 
must endeavor 
to put 


ourselves in the place of our pupils 
as 


learners, that we may comprehend 
as 


far tis may be their abilities and disa- 
bilities. 


Then again, the real 
livingteacher 


will find that each 
year in passing 


changes or modifies previous methods. 
His reading, observation, 
or perhaps 


the material of which his class is com- 
posed will suggest 
a variation of past 


plans or the invention of new ones to 
meet present 
needs; 
and so the work 


goes on from time to time aud from 
year to year.
